Mollyockett, the Indian Princess 
in. whose honor festivities are be- 
ing celebrated in the Bethel area 
and surrounding communities this 
week end, There are many leg- 
ends. about this Indian maiden, 
whose young beauty was the pride 
of her father, the Chief of the 
Tribe, who once roamed the An- 
droscoggin River and its verdant 
lush forests, hunting for game, 
and fishing the clear sparkling 
waters. to sustain their meager ex- 
istence. All the tribal sectets and 
lore were passed to the little prin- 
cess, With the full knowledge that 
her days and nights upon this: earth 
were to be the rise and fall of 
numerous harvest moons. She was 
taught what herbs were to be pick- 
ed amd dried at the proper times. 
in their séason, to cure any dis- 
eases. or illnesses that the, tribes 
might encounter during the jong 


- winter months. Upon the steadily 


advancing population growth of thie 
white man, ‘‘Molly” found herself 
in her old age to be just one of 
the few survivors of her race, but 
remained friendly, ‘thiomgh  stal- 
wartly silent, to the pale faced 
‘creatures, She continued to roam 


throughout the countryside, as her . 


forebears had before her, . sitop- 
ping to rest, and camip in loca- 
tions, where whatever game pr 
herb she was, seeking grew or 
roamed in profusion. However, if 
she was scoffed at, or sneered .at, 
her violent temper could be felt— 
and has for centuries been, lasting, 
as. portrayed in the legend of her 
curse upon Snow Malls.

Not 
long _aftenwards, the mill was 
burned to the ground, and every 
attempt that has been made 
throughout the years to build any 
type of industry on the Falls’ site 
has failed. 

However, if she was used well, 
her powers could be unsurpassed 
by kindly deeds. It is said one ev- 
ening, when. a blizzard mwas stnik- 
ing the whole country, when man 
or beast, should not have been out, 
*Molly? approached a settlement 
now known as ‘Paris Hall’? and 
pleaded for cover at one of the 
huge wooden frame structures up- 
on the Hill, She was admitted, 
asked to warm herself by the fire, 
given food, and was pleaded with 
to stay within, until the raging 
storm outside subsided. While

summer recess, I thought I would 
explain the process by which a bill 
becomes law because some of you 
may want to suggest legislation 
for the next legislative session, 
(Maine’s legislature is a constitu- 
ent legishature—any department of 
government, citizen group, or in- 
dividual may suggest legislation, 
These group must present sugges- 
tions, to a legislator, who in surn, 
‘drafits the bill and introduwees it for 
discussion, Once the bill is written, 
it is sent to the Secretary of the 
Senate and the Clerk of the House, 
and recommended to a specific 


' joint standing . committee (there 


are 19 committees.) F ‘ 
At this point, the Dill is listed on 
the daily ‘calendar, It iis read! be- 
fore the Legislature and legisla- 
tons vote to refer the bill to a 
- Committee for considenation, Once 


the bill is received hy the Commit-' 
tee, ia date for a public hearing is. 


set. Anyone in the state may come 
‘to. the hearing and testify, After 
the hearing, the Committee mem- 
bens consider ‘all of the input from 
the hearing, and file a report on 
the bill. The report can be a di- 
vided report or a unianimous re- 
port, The divided report means: 
that all. of the legislators -on the 
Comurhititee were unable to agree 
on What should happen to: thie. bill. 

One of the following recommen- 
dations: will be made on each bill 
which comes out of the commit- 
tee: 

—This bill ought to pass; 

—this bill ought not to pass. if 
this is a unanimous’ decision, the 
bill is filed and no further action 
ig taken, unless two. thirds. of the: 
Legislature votes. to reconsider it. 
‘, This. bill ought to pass. with 
an amendment: 

—Dhis bill ought to pass in a 
new version or new draft; or 

—This bill should be withdrawn 
by the Legislator(s) who sponsor- 
ed it. 

After the: bills are reported out 
of Committee, they are.read twice 
before the House and’ Senate. Bills 
which have been recommended for 
‘passage are placed on ‘special con- 
sent calendar for two. legislative 
days during which time a member 
of the Legislature may take the

Once the bill has been read 
twice, if the Senate and House 
disagree on it, a lengthy process 
for further discussion and compro- 
mise can be instituted, The bill is 
then returned with amendments 
and is reconsidered by both thous+ 
es. Once both houses agree om the 
bill, it is printed in final form. It 
is then reconsidered beffore both 
houses of the Legislature. 

If a bill passes both houses, it 
is signed by the President of the 
Senate and the Speaker of the 
House and sent to the Governor. 
The ‘Governor can sign it into law, 
allow it to become law (after 10 
days), veto. it, or if the legislature 
adjourns before any of this, the 
Governor may sign the bill or re- 
turn it to the next session. Vetoes 
can be over-riddem by .a two-thirds 
majority vote from the chamber 
in which the bill originated. 

‘This. process seems lengthy, but 
does allow for a very ‘careful re- 
view of all legislative proposals 
and: provides for input and com- 
mentary for residents, as well as 
assuring wa fair treatment of each 
legislative proposal. 

I would encourage amy of you 
who are concerned about Maine 
Jaws, a particular law svhich you 
feel should be changed, or a law 
which you feel should be adopted, 
to give me a call and we can dis- 
cuss, sponsorship of legislation. for 
next session. I can be reached ov-

Next week I will begin to detail 
many of the new lang which pass- 
ed during the past session.

BUDWORM DAMAGED FOREST 
IS HIGH FIRE HAZARD AREA 


Over 750,000 acres. of timber 
killed or damaged by the spruce 
budworm poses a potentially ser- 
ious forest fire hazard in eastern, 
western and northern portions of 
the State, Gov. Joseph E. Brennan 
was told at a State House: briefing 
by Conservation Commissioner 
Richard B. Anderson and Forest 
Service Director Kenneth Stratton. 

“We are very concerned that in- 
dividuals. and agencies involved in 
fighting a major fire in budworm 
damaged stands be aware of the 
special hazards we face,’ Com- 
missioner Anderson said, 

This briefing was part of a 
series of steps being taken by the 
Department of Conservation to 
plan for eventuality of a fire in 
budworm damaged stands., 

Maine Forest Service rangers 
have mapped the areas of hightest 
hazard including stands where an 
estimated 75% of the trees are 
dead. Areas of 100 acres or larger 
within a ten mile radius of any 
town. or areas of 1,000 acres in un- 
organized sections were mapped. 
Forest Service officials expect that 
as More trees are killed by the 
budworm, the amount of high fire 
hazard area twill increase. ‘ 

Over half of the high hazard 
area identified is. located in east- 
ern Maine. In the north, the areas 
of highest hazard are located in 
the wildland areas and Baxter 
Stale Park. In western Maine, 
most of the hazard areas are con- 
cenfrated on steep, mottitainotis 
terrain, 

‘Kenneth Stratton, recently re- 
turned from a meeting of the 
Northeastern Forest Fire Commis- 
sion, told the Governor that Maine 
has been miore fortunate than the 
Provitices of Quebec and New 
Brunswick with forest fires this 
year. 

“Forestry officials from Quebec 
reported that they riow have ab- 
out 300 square imiles of forest land 
involved «with fire — more land 
than has been, burned in Quebec in, 
the last five years, Officials from 
New Brunswick did not even at- 
tend the meeting, being tied up 
with numerous firey burning in 
their spruce/fir forests,’ Stratton 
said. None of the Canadian fires 
are a threat to Maine woodlands, 
he added.

commendations are restrictions on 
the issuance of burning permits, 
on-site inspections of areas where

as daily high temperatures around 
the state soared above the 80 de- 
gree mark, 

“Dogs and other pets are very 
susceptible to heat stroke; says 
Stanley Browne, Director of the 
Animal Welfare Division, “On, sun- 


ny days from late June through - 


September, a closed, ‘parked car 
can become unbearably hot im a 
very short time and pets left in 
them can suffer a painful, agoniz- 
ing death,” 

Browne noles that, aside from 
being concerned about the health 
of their animals, pet owners should 
be aware that leaving pets in park- 
ed vehicles exposed to the sum can 
be a violation of state laws, Un-

treatment of animals, state hu- 
mane agents or other law enforce- 
ment officials may take necessary’ 
action to summons a careless pelt 
owner for cruelty, a violation that 


could result int a fine of up to 


$1,000. 

When shopping or sightseeing, 
Browne advises, leave your pet at 
home, He said if you must leave 
an animal in a ear, be sure to 
park in a shaded area, open all 
windows iag much as possible for 
cross-ventilation, and return to 
your pet as soom as you can. 

‘When a dog or cat is suffering 
from heat stroke, the symptoms 
ate usually rapid breathing or 
panting and a high temperature, 
followed by collapse. The recom- 
mended emergency treatment is! 
bathe the animal's head and body 
in cold water and allow it to re- 
cuperate in a shaded area. The pet 
should then be examined by a vet- 
erinariat.

Earle G. Shettleworth, Director, 
Maine Historic Preservation Com- 
mission, and Sally Rand of Maine 
Citizens for Historic Preservation

crisis of Maine’s historic houses, 
They pointed out thet Miaaiine’s 
proud heritage of historic proper- 
ties reflects generations. of con- 
cern and effort by Maine citizens:
